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1. 3 and I arrived at CATIDE Jffeadquarters. at 0930 

and first made a courtesy call on UTILITY. When I introduced 
the two gentlemen tl 3 remarked that he and UTILITY had met 
previously in 1945-4:0 when £ 1 ! was still in the United States 

Army and had been partly responsible for shepherding UTILITY and 
his officers throueh the United States. UTILITY said that he 
indeed remembered C- 2, but he clearly did^not wish to remi- 
nisce, and I got the impression that the memory of those days 
was a.little distasteful to him. (c 71 then, went on to mention 
his c ;experiences since the war. and the topic, of his lectures. 
Whiie'ldoing so he indicated that he had been the case officer 
for 'both the £ 3 and £ ZX operations. UTILITY'S eyes popped 

a.little at this and he allowed that he might find time to sit 
in on part of the lectures himself. 
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
